THE THEME

THE 20frh. ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
STETTLER STAMPEDE 


The 1960 Stettler Stampede will be the 20th. anniversary of Stampedes in 
Stettler. As is in keeping with many other fields of entertainment the Stettler 
Stampede has grown with the times, until it has now reached the point where the 
Stettler Stampede Committee can proudly announce that the Stettler Stampede 
is one of the finest shows of its kind in Western Canada. 

In addition to the improvement in entertainment, the Stettler Agricultural 
Society, has recently made several big and important improvements to the Stam¬ 
pede grounds. Within the last three years the Stettler Agricultural Society has 
made the following improvements: Complete levelling and regrassing of the en¬ 
tire fair grounds, building a new steel fence along the north side of the fair 
grounds, construction of a new Stampede Arena, chutes, corrals, etc.; construction 
of a new race track that is considered to be one of the fastest in Alberta, and con¬ 
struction of a new modern grandstand. These are of course the big improve¬ 
ments, and there are many other smaller ones too numerous to mention. 

The Stettler Agricultural Society was organized in 1907 and purchased the 
site of the present fair grounds in 1909. The first grandstand was built in 1916 and 
beside it stands a new, modern grandstand built this year. Through the years the 
Stettler Agricultural Society has looked ahead and has enlarged and improved 
its fair grounds and arena to keep pace with an ever growing stampede.

CONTEST RULES 


Saddle Bronc 

Riders and horses for each day will be selected by the management; horses 
to be furnished by the management and riders will draw for mounts. If rider 
draws a horse he has once ridden during a contest, he must draw again. Contest¬ 
ants must ride as often, on any horse, judges may deem necessary to determine a 
winner. Riding to be done with plain halter, ONE rein and saddle. Each contestant 
must supply his own cotton rope or plaited cotton rein, not more than IVi inches 
in diameter, which must pass the inspection of the chute judges, management will 
supply halter. Saddle may be supplied by either management or contestant, but 
must be regulation Association saddle. Riding Rein and hand must be on same side. 
The rein shall be loose at one end and knotted, and rider shall not insert fingers in 
plaiting. 

Horses to be saddled in chute or arena as management may direct. Rider will 
place saddle and ensure that it remains properly centered. Outside of this rider 
will have nothing whatever to do with saddling. Management will be responsible 
for cinching and flanking. Rider will be disqualified if he allows anyone to pull 
up on back of saddle while horse is being cinched or interfere in any way with 
saddle other than placing saddle. In case cinch was not tight enough and saddle 
comes off, contestant will be given a re-ride, judges to decide on what horse he 
will get for re-ride. 

To qualify, rider must have spurs over shoulders and touching horse when 
horses feet hit the ground first jump out of chute, and rider must continue to spur 
throughout the ride to the satisfaction of the judges. Rider must leave starting 
place with rein in one hand, the other hand high in the air, and must keep free 
hand in the air at all times. Rein hand must be absolutely free, showing daylight 
as he leaves the chute. 

No horse shall be turned loose until rider indicates he is ready. Ten seconds 
will be given by timers with stop watches from flag until whistle, to each rider. 
Should horse fall and if, in the opinion of the judges, the animal was not pulled 
down by the rider, his time shall be judged up to the time the horse fell; and if 
the judges so decide they may permit a re-ride.

Saddle Bronc (Continued) 


OFFENCES — The following offences will disqualify a contestant. 

Not spurring a horse high enough in the shoulders first jump out of the chutes. 
Losing stirrup. 

Failing to be ready when name is called. 

Being bucked off. 

Changing hands on rein. 

Not giving horse its head on leaving starting place. 

Pulling leather. 

Abusing or fighting horse. 

Slapping horse. 

Any attempt on the part of contestant to violate or take unfair advantage of 
the rules.

CONTEST RULES 


Bareback Bucking Horse Riding 

This is a one hand contest. Riders may use their own rigging if rigging is not 
over 10 inches in width at hand hold and not over six inch D ring or not a freak— 
judges to decide on all rigging. 

Eight seconds will be allowed for ride before signal is given by timer. Time 
to start is when ride is given flag at chute gate. 

To qualify, rider must have spurs over shoulders and touching horse when 
horse’s front feet hit the ground on the first jump out of the chute, and rider must 
continue to spur throughout the ride to the satisfaction of the judges. 

Any of the following offences will disqualify a rider: 

1. Not spurring horse over the points in the shoulders first jump out of chute. 

2. Cheating in any manner. 

3. Being bucked off. 

4. Touching the animal with the free hand. 

5. Use of any excess substance or preparation on any part of riders clothing 
or equipment. 

6. If rigging comes off horse without breaking.

Each rider will be allowed two helpers whom he must furnish himself. 

All riders in this event must be equipped with complete cowboy outfit, such 
as association saddle, chaps, cowboy hat, etc. All helpers must also be attired in 
cowboy clothes. 

Each contestant shall furnish his own saddle, halter and shank. 

Horses will be let out of chutes as directed by the management, and when all 
horses are out, signal will be given and race starts from that point. 

Contestants and helpers are allowed to hold horse by halter rope only until 
the signal to start is given. All saddles must remain on ground and contestant and 
helper are not allowed to touch or gentle the animals in any way until signal to 
start is given. No foot roping will be allowed, either with catch rope or halter 
shank, and horses must come out of the chute with rope on the same side as the 
contestant. Deliberately placing shank over neck so as to bust horse when he 
comes out will not be allowed. 

No helper will be allowed to haze horse after horse is turned loose. 

First riders through gate into lane or designated finish line will be awarded 
the prize money in the order of their finish. 

All riders are required to remain back of finishing gate after dismounting, so 
as not to interfere with wild horses headed for the gate and to avoid accident. 

Contestants please note — Willful Busting will disqualify!

CONTEST RULES 


Steer Wrestling or Dogging 

Arena conditions will determine start and deadline. 

There shall be two or more timers, a deadline referee, a field judge, and as 
many other officials as the local management finds necessary. Animals used for 
this contest should be closely inspected and objectionable ones eliminated, how¬ 
ever if animals in this event are being used for the first time and are not suitable, 
decorating will be substituted for the event. Contestant will not be required to 
compete on a crippled steer or a steer with a broken horn. If contestant jumps at 
steer, he accepts him as sound. Contestant will be disqualified if he attempts in 
any way to tamper with steers or chute. Only one hazer is allowed. Steer must 
be caught from horse. If steer gets loose dogger may take no more thap one step to 
catch steer. Contestant must furnish own hazer and horses. After catching steer, 
wrestler must bring it to a stop and twist down. If steer is accidentally knocked 
down or thrown before being brought to a stop or is thrown by wrestler putting 
animals horns into ground, it must be let up on all four feet and then thrown. 
Steer will be considered down only when it is lying flat on its side, all four feet 
and head straight. Wrestler must have hand on steer when flagged. The fairness 
of catch and throw will be left to the judges, and their decision will be final. 

Hazer must not render any assistance to contestant while contestant is work¬ 
ing with steer. Failure to observe this rule will disqualify the contestant. Con¬ 
testant and hazer must use the same two horses they leave the chute with. Hazer 
will be disqualified for jumping at steer.

Bull or Wild Steer Bareback Riding 

Bulls or steers to be ridden from chute with rope. Rider must ride with one 
hand on rope and one hand in air. No changing hands allowed. Surcingle rope to 
be furnished by contestant, with bell attached. No bell — to time. 

All head fighting bulls or steers having had horns, are to be dehorned or 
taken out of the draw. 

Eight seconds will be given by timers with stop watches from flag until 
whistle. 

Any of the following offences will disqualify a rider. 

1. Cheating in any manner. 

2. Being bucked off. 

3. Touching the animal with free hand.

CONTEST RULES 


Calf Roping 

Two loops are allowed provided roper carries two loops for his purpose, but 
if rope is not on calf properly in 45 seconds, roper shall receive “no time” on 
that calf. No second calf can be brought that day. 

Anyone interfering with calves, except employees whose duties are to look 
after them will be expelled from the grounds and entry fees forfeited. 

Calves will be numbered and drawn for. Ropers will compete as listed or 
drawn, and will take calves as they come from chute when contestants name is 
called. 

This is a catch-as-catch-can contest. Roper must throw rope from horse and 
not place on calf. After roper has caught calf in the above described manner, he 
must stop horse, dismount, go down rope, throw calf by hand, cross any three feet 
and tie up in a proper manner. THEN THROW UP HIS HANDS FOR TIME. 

Roper will be penalized ten seconds if calf is jerked down by the horse or 
roper with the loop which is used when calf is tied. A calf jerked down means 
that a calf is off its four feet, lying on back or side. An additional ten seconds 
penalty will be imposed if roper’s horse drags calf three feet or more.

CONTEST RULES 


Chuck Wagon Racing 

Each outfit to consist of a wagon drawn by a four horse team, with a driver. 
Wagons must be regulation round-up wagon (standard running gear with double 
box which is not less than 38 inches wide, 20 inches high and 10 feet long), table, 
no false bolsters, with bows and canvas. Wagons with driver on seat to weigh at 
least 1325 pounds. 

For each outfit racing, per heat, a set of two barrels is placed in the infield in 
such a position that the wagon starting from the barrel nearest the track must 
make a figure eight around the set of barrels before entering the track. Barrel 
spacing is such that each outfit has equal distance to travel from start to finish line. 
Starting is done by the “Sarter” with horn or claxton when he sees aU outfits are 


ready. 

Penalties are levied for such things as: 

Ahead of the track barrels when the horn blows_ 2 sec. 

Wagon knocking over barrel_ 5 sec. 

Wagon missing barrel — each barrel_ 5 sec. 

Wagon being under weight — each 100 lbs. or par thereof_ 1 sec. 

For whipping with ends of lines or any substitute- 2 sec. 


There are numerous other penalties and these play a very important part in 
deciding the winner of each heat. 

The speed of the horses is, of course, very important, but even more import¬ 
ant is the skill of the driver. Chuck wagon racing is a professional contest that is 
full of thrills, and in a flash can become a very dangerous business.
